Ernest Bevir, Britain’s Foreign 
Secretary from the time the Labor 
party came to power in 1945 until 
he resigned March 9, died today 
of a heart attack at his home in 
Carlton Gardens.

Comparison of Pay. 

About one-half the 1921 ele- 
mentary school teachers receive 
salaries of $3800 or less for their 
10 months’ work while journey- 
men carpenters employed by the 
Board of Education on a 12-month 
basis are making about $5000. 

The discrepancy in the high 
schools is not quite so great—the 
median salary for the 775 teach- 
ers is $4700—because many high 
school teachers are veterans of 
the school system and are near- 
ing the new $4800 maximum. 

The contrast is still startling 
however, with such annual sal- 
aries as $5900 for a Board of 
Education bricklayer, almost 
$5500 for an electrician, $5346 
for a machinist and $4852 for a 
painter. The board pays its me- 
chanics the same rate paid by in- 
dustry in this area. - 

Police Salaries Cited. 

A comparison of teachers with 
police officers shows that teach- 
ers start lower and require longer 
training but have shorter. hours 
and a higher maximum. 

A probationary patrolman must 
have two years of high school and 
spend 12 weeks in the Police 
Academy. He then starts at 
$3144 a year and must continue 
on probationary status for at 
least six months. On becoming a 
full patrolman, he earns $3228 
the first year, $3312 the second, 
$3396 the third and reaches his 
top of $3480 the fourth year. 

A bill pending in the Legisla- 
ture would increase the proba- 
tionary pay to $3480 a year and 
boost the top pay of patrolmen to 
$3840. 

At present a teacher starts at 
$2400 and reaches $3800 after 
seven years. But before she can 
become a teacher she must put 
in four years of college work and 
pass an examination. 

Unlike a policeman, she works 
only 200 days out of the year and 
has two months for leisure or 
further preparation for her ca- 
reer. Like the policeman, she is 
paid no overtime, except for the 
few teachers assigned to play- 
ground supervision, and must at- 
tend ‘frequent meetings 
school hours. 

Summer Courses. 

Furthermore, to attain her high- 
est earning possibilities, the teach- 
er must spend a number of sum- 
mer vacations working toward the 
master’s degree which opens the 
way to a higher maximum salary. 
She fs paid no salary for this sum- 
mer work but, on the contrary, 
must dig down in her own pocket 
for tuition and living expenses. 

The present salary schedule for 
teachers was adopted “in prin- 
ciple” by the board last Novem- 
ber. Its only immediate effect 
was to give teachers who had 
redathed their maximum salaries 
an increase of $200 a year. Thus, 
holders of A.B. degrees went from 
$4200 to $4400 while owners of

War II Bevin had held Cabinet 
office uninterruptedly for almost 
ll years. 

Wartime Cabinet Member. 

He was Minister of Labor and 
National Service in Winston 
Churchill’s wartime coalition gov- 
ernment from 194% to 1945. 

Gruff, tough “Ernie” Bevin 
battled his way up from orphaned 
poverty to the Cabinet. It was 
Bevin who charted Britain’s pol- 
icy in the cold war with Russia— 
a policy which conformed gen- 
erally with that of the United 
States. 

The homespun statesman suf- 
fered from a variety of ailments 
ranging from heart trouble and 
high blood pressure to asthmus. 
His health broke badly ir 1949, 
but he carried on his duties un- 
til a month ago. 

He rose to power as a labor 
boss, starting with an 800-man 
union, and going on to fashion 
the powerful Transport and Gen- 
eral Workers Union out of a loose 
federation of 40 groups. It had 
a membership of more than 
1,000,000. For many years he 
served as its general secretary. 


“Working Class John Bull.” | 


He relinquished his union du- 
ties in 1940 to enter Churchill's 
war Cabinet as Minister of La- 
bor. He held the post for five 
years: and was dubbed by Church- 
ill “a working class John Bull.” 
In the post he mobilized Britain's 
entire adult population behind 
the war effort, a feat which made 
him a national figure. 

His death came as a shock to 
the British. Arthur Deakin, who 
succeeded’ him ‘as general secre- 
tary of the Transport and General 
Workers Union, said he talked 
with Bevin this morning and “he 
was in perfectly good spirits.” 

Bevin became ill suddenly in 
mid-afternoon, however. A mem- 
ber of his staff at his apartment 
summoned a physician and Mrs. 
Bevin, who was out for the after- 
noon. Bevin died soon after 5

Informed of Bevin’s passing, 
Churchill said: 

“I am deeply grieved 
death of my wartime comrade. A 
valiant. spirit has passed away 
from us. He has his place in his- 
tory.” 

Attlee’s Tribute. 

Prime Minister Clement Attlee 
said Bevin as foreign secretary 
“showed high courage and wise 
statesmanship.” -

Legislators who have conferred 
with’ MacArthur include Senator 
William F. Knowland (Rep.), 
California, who saw him in No- 
vember; Senator Homer Fergu- 
son (Rep.), Michigan, who talked 
to him about Formosa in 1949; 
Representative Hugh Scott of 
Pennsylvania, former Republican 
national chairman, who saw him 
at.the Korean GHQ in Septem- 
ber; and Representative William 
Jennings Bryan Dorn (Dem.), 
South Carolina, who had a two- 
hour talk with him in Tokyo a 
week ago yesterday ‘April 6). 

President Truman, in his radio 
address Wednesday night, de- 
clared that it would be “tragic- 
ally wrong” to take the initiative 
in extending the war beyond Ko- 
rea. He said that it was evident 
that. MacArthur did not agree 
with this policy, therefore he re- 
lieved him. 

Reptesentative Dorn told the 
Post-Dispatch that MacArthur 
gave it as his opinion that the 
Soviet Union would not openly 
join«in the war if we bombed the 
Red lines of communication be- 
yond the Yalu river, hit their 
supply bases and let Chiang Kai- 
shek go over to the mainland. 

“He thought,” Dorn said, 
“that a show of force would be 
a deterrent to the Russians, 
thet a strong policy would be 
better than a truce that would 
permit the Reds to consolidate 
their , position and later take 
over all Korea. 

“He did not want American 
land forces to go beyond the 
Yalu river. 

.“He never advocated an all- 
out war against China. He told 
me that the area beyond the 
Yalu was the area we should 
strike, particularly the air 
fields.” 

Asked how MacArthur's: belief 
that the Russians would not join 
with the Chinese Reds squared 
with his wrong guess in Novem- 
ber, that the Chinese would not 
corgé® to the rescue of the North 
Koreans, Dorn replied:

No One Can be Positive. 

At this time, no one can be 
positive whether the Chinese Reds 
would take Hong Kong or wheth- 
er the Russians would join in the 
war if we extended the hostilities 
beyond Korea. 
Senator Taft, in a New York 
speech Thursday night, called for 
an aggressive war against China 
and gave it as his opinion that 
neither the freeing of Formosa 
nor the bombing of Manchuria 
would mean a general war in 
China. He added, however, that 
we should “take a chance on 
Russian aggression” if there is no 
other way to bring the war in 
Korea to an end.

is for every man and woman in 
this country to put national in- 
terest above personal interest.

The “plaza district,” where pre- 
liminaries for the city’s first pros- 
Pective slum clearance under- 
taking have been started, is a 
drab, motley area, ripe to be the 
proving ground for urban re- 
development. 


Appraisal of the value of the 
property, started last week, is ex- 
pected Jo be finished™by early 


' summer. Then the city will pre- | 


pare to acquire the site and of- 
fer it for redevelopment on mod- 
ern lines. Sale to redevelopers 
would be at a realistically re- 
duced “use” value, with the write- 
down from cost of acquisition and 
clearing aided substantially by the 
city’s federal slum _ clearance 
grant. 


This is the neighborhood where 
the new Urban Redevelopment 
Corp., a civic concern, proposes 
to start its operations in the 
move to provide middle-income 
housing. It is one of six areas 
where the new municipal land 
clearance commissioner, George 
Kempland, will make preparations 
for slum clearance activities. 


Blueprint Study of Area. 

First studies have been made 
for him by the City Plan Com- 
mission in the plaza _ district. 
They constitute a portrait in blue- 
print of a blighted, mixed neigh- 
borhood standing squarely in the 
path of civic development. 

This district lies between Me- 
morial Plaza and Aloe Plaza. It 
is bonunded by Fourteenth, 
Eighteenth, Olive and Market 
streets, fringed by the existing 
civic center, Union Station, the 
downtown business district and 
the downtown business district 
and the wholesale district. This is 
an area of contrasts. In it are 
some ancient and decaying slum 
dwellings, also the attractive pew 
Ford Apartments. It has at 
least 10 unprepossessing saloons 
but also two notable . churches 
rich in_ historic associations. 
Nearly all of its limited 
number of inhabitants are lodgers 
in low-priced hotels and rooming 
houses. 

Contrasting with the bright 
plazas are dirty, rough alleys. 
Virtually in thé shadow of fine 
neighboring buildings are a col- 
lection of pawnshops, cheap eat- 
ing places and small stores. With- 
in a stone’s throw of the station 
is a shop displaying pornographic 
pictures in its window. 

Area Passed Up by Progress. 

The surface indications and the 
factual data combine to show this 
as an arrested neighborhood, 
passed up by progress. Some of 
the habitations are in distressing 
The over-all ‘impres- 
sion is one of dinginess. There 
is some light manufacturing and 
a limited amount of commerce in 
the area, which, however, is by 
no means established as an in- 
dustrial center. 

Prospective redevelopers con- 
sider this an ideal place to make 
new homes for people who wish 
to live close to offices, stores and 
entertainment. Coincidentally, it 
can be rehabilitated as an attrac- 
tive adjunct to the heart of the 
city. 

Parts of the plaza district are 
excluded from _ consideration. 
These are: Two blocks (Four- 
teenth - Fifteenth - Pine - Market) 
already part ot Memorial Plaza; 
St. John’s Basilliea, Sixteenth and 
Chestnut; Centenary Church, Six- 
teenth and Pine; Ford Apart- 
ments, Fourteenth and Pine; 
Eighteenth Street Garage, Seven- 
teenth - Eighteenth - Pine - Chest- 
nut: half-block fronting on south 
side of Olive, Seventeenth to 
Eighteenth, where there has been 
considerable private development. 

This leaves about 1042 acres 
of property in the potential re- 
development site, not counting the 
streets and alleys. The city- 
owned alleys, expected to be 
absorbed in any replanning of the 
site, would add almost another 


acre.

Many Ramshackle Buildings. 

About 57 per cent of the site 
under consideration is covered by 
buildings. Few of these are mod- 
ern; many are ramshackle, in 
obviously serious disrepair. Only 
the two churches stand out as 
well preserved structures among 
the buildings platted by the plan 
commission study as erected more 
than 71 years ago. 


Many of the others are some- 
what younger relics of the nine- 
teenth century. Only five struc- 
tures were erected in the 20s and 
30s, only six, including a small 
lunchstand and a quonset unit, in 
the 40s. 

Stagnation of the district is 
reflected by the: showing that in 
the last 20 years value of new 
construction as listed in building 
permits aggregated only $63,560, 
in small, scattered locations, and 
value of repairs and alterations 
was only $50,340. In the same 
period, 28 buildings there were 
wrecked. 

The land is laid out in old-fash- 
ioned patterns of the early era 
of American cities, with mostly 
shallow, narrow lots. Lot depths 
range from 69 to 109 feet, while 
many have frontage of only about 
25 feet. Some actually are less 
than 20 feet in width. The badly 
mixed land use is accented by 
the numerous parking lots scat- 
tered throughout the area. 
.Nevertheless, elimination of 
these lots would knock out the 
daytime parking places for only 
650 cars, and about a quarter of 
these spaces are private facilities. 
Curb space in this district accom- 
modates fewer than 300 cars, the 
greater portion being subject to 
the one-hour limit. 

In contrast, the plan commis- 
sion’s study contemplates that 
the six existing and proposed 
blocks of \plaza along Market 
street, between Twelfth and 
Eighteenth, could be provided 
with underground parking space 
for 5000 automobiles.

Assessed Value of Property. 


Assessed or taxable value of the 
property under consideration is 
$2,157,933. Officials hope that 
acquisition cost will not be seri- 
ously out of line with the assess- 
ment, although experience shows 
the cost can be expected to be 
higher than the assessment. ; 

Average assessment of land and 
buildings ranges from $9.78 per 
square foot on the Market street 
frontage, Seventeenth to Ejigh- 
‘teenth, down to $2.22 in the squal- 
id block on the north side of 
Chestnut, Sixteenth to Seven- 
teenth. Over-all average is about 
$4.76 a square foot—an excessive 
cost level if the area were to be 
rehabilitated for dwellings at 
moderate rents without some form 
of public aid.

The dollar value of construc- 
tion authorized by building per- 
mits issued during the municipal 
fiscal year which ended last 
Tuesday, totaled $73,737,000 and 
exceeded construction authorized 
by any other fiscal year in the 
city’s history, William C. Dale, 
Statistician for the Building Com- 
missioner’s office, announced. yes- 
terday. 

Construction authorized during 
the year was more than double 
the $35,228,000 in permits grant- 
ed in the previous year and was 
almost 50 per cent greater than 
the $50,000,000 in construction 
authorized during the 1925-26 
fiscal year, Dale ‘said. 

Residential construction, includ- 
ing several large apartments, au- 
thorized during the last year ac- 
counted for $30,410,000 of the to- 
tal authorized and involved new 
buildings containing 3680 family 
dwelling units. Both figures set 
new records, he said. 

By comparison, residential con- 
struction involving $15,664,000 
and containing 2168 family dwell- 
ing units was authorized in the 
previous fiscal year.

abroad were used to suppress 
popular democratic movements. 


that the Labor government ef- 
fected in the Commonwealth in 
postwar years—changes that made 
India, Ceylon, Burma and Pales- 
tine independent. 

One of his bitterest controver- 
sies revolved about Palestine, in 
which he differed with President 
Truman, Caught between the de- 
mands of the Jews and the Arabs, 
Bevin resisted in 1946 the pro- 
posed emigration of 100,000 Jews 
to Palestine immediately. In the 
ensuing turmoil in the Holy Land, 
Bevin finally recommended the 
termination of Britain’s mandate. 

He was anything but the tradi- 
tional British diplomat with 
striped pants and oxford accent. 
He was a stolid, plodding man 
who wore heavy horn-rimmed 
spectacles. His trousers usually 
were baggy and his grammar was 
not above reproach. ’ 

He never went to a swank pub- 
lic school. The only university 
he knew was the one of hard 
knocks. He was of the slam-bang, 
winner-take-all school. 

Almost all his life he was out 
to slay the dragon—whether it 
was in the form of inequities to 
the working man, Hitler, or im- 
perialist communism. 

‘No. 1 Working Man.’ 

Born in 1881 in the Somerset- 
shirt village of Winsford, or-

M’ARTHUR INCOME 
TAX MAY RISE ON 
RETURN TO US. 


WASHINGTON, April 14 (AP) 
—Gen. Douglas MacArthur's in- 
come tax may go up. on his re- 
turn to the United States.

The meetings have not been 
exactly futile, they have helped 
to show where everybody stands, 
but “the facts revealed by the 
Paris talks do not support any 
hope of an “understanding.” 

The first of these facts is 
that the Soviet Union is not in- 
terested in a general reconcilia- 
tion with the West or even in a 
general relaxation of tension. Its 
policy is still to make as much 
trouble as possible. It has giv- 
en no indication of any willing- 
ness to make concessions in fa- 
vor of “peace in our time.” 

Second, it now seems evident 
that without a change in attitude 
on the part of the Soviet Union 
there can be no serious approach 
to any of the individual problems 
which the French, British and 
even some Americatis would like 
to settle “in order to crack the 
ice.” Included among these prob- 
lems are the German and Aus- 
trian peace treaties and the con- 
trol of armaments. 

Problems Related. 


Third, every problem in Europe 
is directly connected with the 
world situation and the problems 
of Europe can be discussed and 
settled only in context with non- 
European problems. If this taxes |f 
the brains of the diplomats and 
serves to confuse the public, it is 
just too bad. The fact remains | 
that a settlement of the German 
question or the Austrian question 
which would involve the with- 
drawal’ of Seviet troops from 
southeastern Europe is unthink- 
able until and unless the Korean 
war is settled. 

In other words, if the four pow- 
ers want to have peace in Europe, 
they must have peace elsewhere. 

The old motto of Litvinov 
“peace is indivisible” can be con- 
verted into “the East-West strug-

WASHINGTON, April 14. 
HE nation’s most colorful and most 
controversial senior soldier tried to 
defy the Constitution this week—and 
failed. President Truman relieved Gen- 
eral of the Army Douglas MacArthur of 
his command for prolonged and repeated 
flouting of orders, and replaced him with 
Lieut. Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway. 
Republicans, who have long been partial to 
MacArthur—as he has sometimes seemed to 
be to them—sprang to his defense. The Gen- 
eral prepared to come home to state his case, 


and the country was plunged into a bitter | 


controversy. 


The final outcome and consequences of | 


these dramatic events remained uncertain at 
week’s end. At least one great, towering fact 
emerged out of all the fire and fury, however: 

This fact is that President Truman has 
reasserted the constitutional principle of 
the supremacy of the civilian authority of 
the republic over the military. 


It has sometimes seemed, during the past 
decade or more, that this principle has been 
more honored in the breach than in the ob- 
servance. 

Enjoying vast powers, and checked by few 
lets or hindrances, some of America’s strong- 


willed Generals and Admirals have tended to |

This has been perhaps especially true of 
certain Generals who have had overseas com- 
mands. . They have ruled whole nations, and 
in some cases great parts. of whole conti- 
nents, like satraps, ignoring advice, defying 
instructions and even resenting requests from 
Washington for information as to what they 
were doing and why. 

This cavalier attitude has caused increasing 
resentment, concern and even alarm in Wash- 
ington. 

“The President shall be commander-in- 
chief of the Army and Navy of the United 
States, and of the militia of the several 
states when called into actual service of 
the United States,” the Constitution pro- 
vides, and both President Roosevelt and 
President Truman have tried to command, 
but some Generals have not obeyed. 


The Constitution also makes the President 
primarily responsible for the conduct of the 


country’s foreign relations, too, but some Gen- 
erals have not paid conspicuous heed to this 


provision either. 


MacArthur has finally forced this constitu- 
tional issue of the powers of the presidency. 
He has flouted Truman’s authority so fla- 
grantly and contemptuously that he has con- 


fronted the President with an unhappy choice: 


Either Truman could relieve MacArthur of 
his command, or he could surrender all 
effective civilian control over the country’s 
foreign policy and over the national military 


establishment.

IN HE terms “Right” and “Left;” still al- 
most universally used as a convenient 

| shorthand for the basic divisions in 
politics, have lately become increasingly 
confused and blurred. They have of course 
always been vague and hard to define 
exactly. But up to a short time ago, the 
average man could say of the Rightwinger 
and the Leftwinger, as someone said of the 
elephant, that though he could not define 


him he knew him when he met one. By . 


now he can no longer be so sure even of 
this. 

Are the totalitarian dictatorships of the 
twentieth century “Right” or “Left”? Cur- 
rent phraseology puts some of them on the 
extreme Right and others on the extreme 
Left without stopping to wonder whether 
they are really all that far apart. Stalin 
is regarded as a “Left” dictator, Franco 
as a “Right” one. 

All right. What is Peron? It was re- 
ported on this page recently that he has 
prominent Communist exiles as well as 
Nazis and Fascists among his advisers, and 
his ideology’ and propaganda have always 
had as many “Left” elements as “Right” 
ones. His is a curious kind of Fascism, 
which seen from a slightly changed angle 
becomes almost indistinguishable from 
Communism. 

Note the methods used in the suppres- 
sion of La Prensa. They were chiefly 
mob violence—admittedly of a synthetic,: 
not a spontaneous kind. But mob action, 
as opposed to undisguised police terror, 
has always been the classically “Left” 
method of violence. It is impossible to 
place a phenomenon like Peronism inte 
the accepted “Right versus Left” picture. 
Peron’s left hafid touches Stalin’s while 
his right hand grasps Franco’s. 


The same was really true of Hitler, and 
not only because of the tactical Nazi-Com- 
munist alliance in the last years of the 
Weimar Republic, and the later Nazi-Soviet 
pact. - Nazism was not just exaggerated 
cultural reaction, nationalism, and militar- 
ism; it ‘also had its “Leftish” elements of 
mob rule, class war and radical anti- 
traditionalism—think of its - struggle 
against the -churehes and the extreme 
licentiousness of its official sex morality. 

This oddly oscillating mixture of “Right”’ 
and “Left” elements in Nazism was to 
some extent obscured by the fact that 
the democratic Left was first in the field 


ideological tune in it. But it should not 
be forgotten that some of the profoundest 
criticism of Hitler came from the Right; 
and so did the only German attempt to 
overthrow him, the abortive putsch of 
July 20, 1944, which was made—and paid 
for in blood—by gld-fashioned German con- 
servatives, most of them blue-blooded 
aristocrats. 

Here, then, we have two highly signifi- 
cant phenomena, Peronism and Hitlerism, 
which simply refuse te fit into the fa- 
thiliar “Right and Left” classification. In 
the light of this, it is worthwhile having 
another look at those others that apparent- 
ly can be so fitted. Is there really a 
valid ideological distinction between Stalin 
and Franco which justifies us in regard- 
ing them as opposites rather than equals? 

It is said that while their methods of 
government are essentially the same, their 
social ends are different: in the one case, 
forcible preservation of class rule and 
privilege; in the other, forcible creation 
of a classless society. Is that really true? 

The facts are that Soviet society has in 
the last 20 years become a more rigidly 
stratified class society than any we know 
in the West. In terms of social power it 
is as hierarchic an elite rule as the ex- 
treme Right could wish. In terms of 
privilege, the differential in living stand- 
ards between the ruling classes in Party, 
Army and industrial management on the 
one side and the mass of the people on 
the other is enormous and still constantly 
growing. It is interesting that there are 
today only two armies in the world whose 
generals are plutocrats: Franco’s army and 
Stalin’s army. 

In the world of dictatorship, then, the 
distinction “Right” and “Left” has become 
meaningless and misleading. 

In democratic politics, where they origi 
nated, the terms “Right” and “Left” have 
also become curiously blurred in recent 
years. In the broadest possible sense, the 
Left in democratic politics has always stood 
for progress or, to put it more neutrally, 
for change. The Right has been the advo- 
cate of caution and conservatism. Obvious-

As the Left won its victories over the 
last 150 years, the Right gradually came 
to occupy the positions the Left had con- 
quered and to defend them against the 
further changes proposed by the Left. For 
instance, the freeing of economic enter- 
prise from feudal and mercantilistic fet- 
ters was among the chief aims of the Left 
at the time of the American and French > 
revolutions. Today, it is a mark of the 
Right to defend private enterprise against 
state planning. 

This is a natural process which need 
net rob the distinction between Right and 
Left of its validity. That distinction stands, 
less for actual political dogmas than for 
psychological group attitudes which are 
perhaps both eternal, and each of which 
is certainly necessary for the healthy 
functioning of democratic political life. 


A free society needs a Left and a Right 
as a car needs a motor and a brake. 


What has recently happened, however, 
is somewhat disturbing. It almost looks 
as if, in Europe at least, the motor has 
been trying to play the role of the brake 
and vice versa. The Left has almost ceased 
to function in its natural rele as the agent 
of change, movement and progress. And 
the Right, which is hardly psyehologically 
prepared for the role, has sometimes found 
itself driven to try and take it over. 


There are three enormous fields where 
the events of our time make rapid pro- 
gressive adjustment imperative. In all 
three fields the Left, who should be the 
natural agent of it, has failéd. 


The first is the field of world peace and 
international relations. The nineteenth 
century system of peace, based on abso- 
lute national sovereignty and the balance 
of power, has broken down in the two 
world wars. If civilization is not to run 
down in a series of interminable wars and 
semi-wars and a state of international 
anarchy, something new and stronger must 
be put in the vacant place of the old sys- 
tem. Whatever this something may be— 
collective security under United Nations 
law, world government, or a reconstructed 


balance of power between large regional ' 


federations—the one thing that will be 
clearly necessary in all tircumstances is 
a diminution of national sovereignties. 
Hence one should: expect the Left every- 
where to provide that movement towards 
larger integrations and unities beyond the 
nation state which our time needs, the 
more so as this is in tune with all the 
internationalist and humanitarian tradi- 
tions associated with the Left. 


Instead, the Left has almost everywhere 
become nationalist. It was Continental 
Left-wing movements that after the first 
world war balkanised Europe instead of 
uniting it. It is the British and Scandi- 
navian Left which today resists European 
unity, for good or bad reasons. It is gen- 
erally Left-wing movements which, after 
the First and Second World Wars, have 
made the Middle East and Asia teem with 
a new and ardent nationalism. And the 
Left everywhere provides the sympathy 
for these new lusty and quarrelsome na- 
tions. 

By comparison, the attitude of the Left 
towards the new tentative larger integra- 
tions—from the United Nations to the 
North Atlantic Treaty and the Council of 
Europe—has been generally hesitant and 
embarrassed, if not actually hostile. Lead- 
ership has largely fallen to such men of 
the Right as Senator Vandenberg and Mr. 
Churchill. 

The second field where one vainly ex- 
pects the Left to take the initiative is the 
defense and extension of freedom. The 
Right, to whom freedom is a relative value, 
might compromise on this and still remain 
intellectually honest and healthy. The 
Left cannot do so. 


The Left must take an absolute stand 
on freedom or commit intellectual suicide. 
For freedom and progress are, of course, 
inseparable. Every society q@hich sup- 
presses freedom of thought, freedom of 
experiment and freedom of opposition be- 
comes inevitably static—and therefore in- | 
evitably “Right.” Such suppression, what- 
ever the dogma or, ideology In the’ name 


litical manking@—to fight this militant re- 
action against the modern emancipation of 
free thought tooth and nail, and to itch 
for taking the counter-offensive. :

after all, only fight under its own ban- 
ners. It would be the inexcusable fault of 
the European Left. 

The Left seems confused on the issue 
of freedom because it has so long taken 
freedom for granted and has concentrated 
on the third great field of twentieth cen- 
tury issues: the field of social leveling and — 
the abolition of poverty. To be socialist 
rather than to be democratic and liberal 
is today the mark of the Left. 

But it is paradoxical that even here the 
initiative has lately tended to slip out of 
the hands of the Left. All European so- 
cialist experiments of the last 30 years 
have not succeeded in removing poverty, 
“squalor and class hostility, even to the 
extent that they have been overcome in 
contemporary America and Canada within 
the framework of still basically capitalist 
societies. Why is this so? 

One explanation may be that European 
socialism—especially where it accepted the 
Marxist dogma—has increasingly sacri- 
ficed ends to means. In treating national- 
ization of industry no longer:as one pos- 
sible experimental method of improving 
social conditions but as an end in itself, 
it has drifted into a position of uncritical 
mental rigidity which impedes progress— 
even social progress—beyond a certain 
fixed point, and which, in terms of politi-

Has, then, the distinction between Right 
and Left lost all meaning within the dem- 
ocratic world, as it obviously has within 
the totalitarian world? I do not think so. 


What we witness in the democratic world 
today, I believe, is not a final dissolution 
and fusion of Right and Left, such as has 
occurred in the totalitarian states, where 
both lie together amouldering in a com- 
mon intellectual grave. We rather witness 
a-temporary malady of the Left, due to a 
momentary loss of moral and intellectual 
courage. 

It needs courage te be of the Left: the 
courage to live in the open air of in- 
tellectual freedom rather than in the four’ 
walls of a faith built by authority. The 
courage to trust one’s own judgment, 
knowing that it ig fallible, and to experi- 
ment and pay the price if the experiment 
fails. The courage to strike one’s tents 
again and te go on long journeys whose 
end is not known. The courage to do 
without a political father and a spiritual 
mother and live the life of an adult. The 
courage, even, to rely on courage, in the 
full knowledge that, in us frail 
attacks of fear and anxiety are 
occur and recur. 

It was perhaps one such attack which 
made the Left, in the last generation, suc- 
cumb to the Marxist dogma, with its allur- 
ing promise that there was one cure-all, 
one short-cut to the end of the journey, 
and one final goal for humanity close at 
hand. It is not the point here that the 
dogma has proved false. 

The point is that the Left betrayed itself 
by accepting anything as dogma at all. To- 
day it is paying for that suicidal fixation

Readers of the Post-Dispatch know that this 
page has criticized the Truman Administration 
many times. Just a week ago this space con- 
tained an extensive review of the record which 
bespeaks the low ethics that too often prevail in 
Washington. We urged the President to take 
thé lead in an example of rectitude by cleansing 
his Administration of minor self-promoters, 
crony fixers and inside operators. 


Admittedly there is a temptation for the po- 
litical opposition now to mix these excesses and 
indulgences of the Truman Administration with 
the MacArthur case. It is tempting to argue 
that since the President has kept crony Maj. 
Gen. Vaughan he should have been willing to 
keep Gen. MacArthur. 

But tempting or not, so to argue is wholly un- 
reasonable. What is worse, it is dangerous for 
the country.

Time for Building at M.U. 

Happily, the curators of the University of 
Missouri are not going to play a repeat per- 
formance of the debate as to whether the uni- 
versity’s proposed medical school shall be lo- 
cated in Columbia or Kansas City. Three of 
the curators did want to re-open the question at 
their meeting here. Five others, however, took 
the position that the decision in favor of Colum- 
bia had been made last Nov. 17, and that it 
should stand. This, we trust, will settle the is- 
sue for good. 

It’s time to get beyond these preliminaries 
and to seek the legisiation nécessary for the 
establishment of the four-year school, and then 
go to work with steel and bricks and plaster. 
The nation and the state need more doctors. 
This is more clear than ever now that the armed 
services are calling for medical men. And it is 
fitting that Missouri should be in the forefront 
of those undertaking to train more doctors. 

In this connection, the curators are to’ be 
praised for thefr decision to inerease the gradu- 
ating class of the proposed school from 75 stu- 
dents to 100, and to build a hospital of about 
1000 beds, instead of only 750. Rural Missouri 
especially needs those extra hospital beds. And 
by establishing a hospital and medical school in 
Columbia, it should be easier to persuade more 
Missouri medical graduates to take up practice 
in the rural areas whith need them so badly. 

It takes years, however, to train a doctor, so 
it is to be hoped that nd more time will be 
wasted in debate. Missouri needs to get on with 
this job. 

Lower Budget for Illinois 

Rare is the Governor who manages state gov- 
ernment with primary attention to the situation 
of the nation as a whole. Gov. Adiai E. Steven- 
son of Illinois proves himself that kind of state 
executive by proposing an extraordinary budget 
which actually reduces expenditures at a time 


of the hides of the most essential] state services. 
Under the Governor’s proposal, [Illinois will 
actually increase its aid to local school ‘districts, 
colleges and local governments, and will allow 
for higher costs of welfare services, state salar- 
ies and social security. The economies are to 
be achieved by a drastic reduction of state con- 
struction, by close control of payrolls, and by 
holding down the expansion of state services. 
Gov. Stevenson frankly admits that this course 
is made possible by increased receipts from the 
sales tax reflecting the course of inflation. Yet 
the same inflation which increases tax revenues 
increases the cost of state operations. By urging 
the utmost budgetary restraint he has chal- 
lenged the Republicans who control the Legis- 
lature at Sp eld to make good their fre- 
quent demands for governmental economy. 
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While the Symphony Suffers 


In continuing its 20 per cent admissions tax 
against symphony orchestras and operas, the 
Federal Government is guilty of inconsiste 
in a major key. ' 

The Treasury permits individuals to deduct 
contributions to the symphony from personal 
income taxes. This policy implies that such or- 
ganizations have a special value which merits 
encouragement. Then why should the Govern- 
ment penalize the existence of non-profit musi- 
cal groups with a heavy admissions tax? 

When former Secretary of the Treasury Mor- 
genthau persuaded Congress to double this tax 
in 1943, he solemnly stated that the levy should 
be removed six months after the end of the war. 
Why does the Government continue to violate 
this pledge of a Cabinet officer?

Un- 
less the reader has been care- 
fully insulated from this spate 
of commentary and exegesis he 
is likely to find himself play- 
ing a game instead of merely 
reading a-piece of fiction for 
its intrinsic content. The game 
will consist in his systematic 
attempt to relate the contrived 
events and characters to the 
realities of the author’s per-- 
sonal history. 

Such exercises undoubtedly 
make the experience more in- 
teresting. But if the Fitzgerald 
revival is to have any real vi- 
tality it must be sustained in 
the long pull by the value of 
what Fitzgerald himself has 
written and not by the collater- 
al writings of his friends and 
admirers. The latter have val- 
ues of their own to be sure. At 
the moment, however, they are 
so burdened with nostalgia, per- 
sonal memories and irrelevant 
considerations of what-might- 
have-been, that they prejudice 
the case and not always favor- 
ably. One possible implication 
of these commentaries is that 
it’s better to have known Fitz- 
gerald than to read him. 

Malcolm Cowley says almost 
as much in his series of intro- 
ductory notes to “The Stories of 
F. Scott Fitzgerald” recently 
published by Scribners. But he 
also says that Fitzgerald repre- 
sents, in his writings “the human 
spirit in one of its permanent 
forms” and is therefore an 
author ‘of enduring importance. 
The short stories that Mr. Cow- 
ley has assembled for this col- 
lection admittedly are not as 
sound or as well composed as 
his novels but they are com- 
mended to the reader for “their 
extraordinary intensity of emo- 


tion.” 
T al intensity must be con- 

More- 
over they disclose almost im- 
mediately the innate quality of 
the natural story teller.

nected, a little desperate, avid 
for life, but wary of commit- 
ments. The heroes, equally des- 
perate, are wound up to a pitch 
of intoxicated expectancy in 
preparation for the “great mo- 
ment.”, But somehow the 
awaited fulfillment never takes 
place. The harmonies change 
without resolving. The two pro- 
tagonists are swept off to other 
and more commonplace fates.

ETHICS AS A RELIGION, by David

of the whys and wherefores 

of the Ethical Culture move- 
ment with reference to man’s 
perennial search for religious 
satisfaction, here is the book to 
recommend. The author, who is 
known to generations of stu- 
dents as one of the more dis- 
tinguished American historians, 
has during most of his life 
doubled in brass as one of 
the leaders of the New York 
Ethical Society. Here is his 
rationale for this ministry, set 
in a gentle appreciation of the 
general religious search. 


Dr. Muzzey, unlike some of 
the protagonists of Ethical Cul- 
ture and also unlike some of 
the defenders of the more clas- 
sical religious positions, knows 
that the term, religion, refers 
to man’s search for a compele 


|. any one wants a statement 


_ ling meaning for his life and 
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not necessarily to any partic- 
ular presuppositions about the 
nature of the universe. He also 
knows that the term, God, can 
be defined functionally in terms 
of the demands of life to which 
men respond, and is not neces- 
sarily restricted to the imagery 
of traditional piety. 


The author would probably“ 


be dumbfounded to realize that 
many religious thinkers who 
would differ very radically from 
his other premises and from his 
general conclusions would agree 
with him in understanding the 
nature and function of religion 
as a category of human experi- 
ence, and in his functional de- 


scription of the.meaning of the 
term, God. Indeed, one might 
be quite “orthodox” in many 
other ways and go along with 
Dr. Muzzey here.

HE author presents ethical 
T religion as being marked by 

three notes: (1) the accept- 
ance of the ethical end as su- 
preme in life; (2) the acknowl- 
edgment of the infinite worth of 
every human being; and (3) the 
attempt to live by an ethical im- 
perative: “Act so as to elicit 
the best in others and thereby 
in thyself.” 

The book presents this re- 
ligion first against the back- 
ground of the general religious 
evolution of the human race 
and then particularly with ref- 
erence to the Jewish-Christian 
tradition. Here is frank apolo- 
getics which seeks among other 
things to adopt Jesus as Him- 
self a proponent of ethical cul- 
ture and also to demonstrate 
that ethical religion is in the 
process of winning the world. 
The author sees it as making 
possible the synthesis of all that 
is good and valid in the reli- 
gious traditions of the world 
and discarding all that is de- 
grading and superstitious. 

As in most books written by

Juss CHASE, bright and brit- 
tle humorist and novelist, has 
written a book about some 
other bright and brittle novel- 
ists, editors, and publishers, 
who live in Manhattan’s East 
Fifties in that area known to 
the postal department as New 
York 22.

Thousands of such dates were 
established during the six 
years that went into the 
preparation of this work, but 
it is inconceivable that many 
of them should not be revised 
after publication. The sports 
writers most certainly are go- 
ing to send clippings to Prof. 
Mathews showing that golfers 
used the terms birdie and eagle 
long before 1922.

T is pretty easy to be posi- 
J tv about the first use of 

a word or term when it is 


one that was minted by a 


known writer. Examples are 
blurb and bromide by Gelett 
Burgess, Bible Belt by H. L. 
Mencken, and demoralize by 
Noah Webster. Incidentally, this 
is the only word coined by the 
American lexicographer. 
Words without such distin- 
guished parentage are harder 
to fix.

CANCER TREATMENTS SHOWN 
TO DOCTORS BY COLOR TV 


Methods of treating cancer in 
women were demonstrated at City 
Hospital by color television yes- 
terday to physicians attending the 
annual joint. meeting of the St.

From under the shade of war 
clouds and a lame-duck commis- 
sioner, the majors will send forth 
at least six strong pennant copn- 
tenders—the world champion 


New York Yankees, the Boston 
Red Sox and the’ Cleveland In- 
dians in the American League, 
and the league champion Phila- 
delphia Phillies; the Brooklyn 
Dodgers and the New York Giants 
in the National. 

In neither league is the defend- 
ing titlist favored to repeat, the 
Yankees bowing to the magnifi- 
cently stacked Red Sox in the 
American League and the Phillies 
stepping aside for a consensus 
favoring the Dodgers in the Na- 
tional. 

And in the confusion, there are 
votes a-plenty for the Detroit 
.Tigers, American League runners- 
up a year ago, and the Boston 
Braves, pitching-heavy contenders 
in the National. Substantial trou- 
ble is expected, too, from other 
clubs culling the first real talent 
that has had time to season in the 
minor leagues since the war. 
Five new managers will be un- 
der the guns as the National 
League observes its seventy-fifth 
anniversary and the American its 
fiftieth. They are Marty Marion 
with the Cardinals, Chuck Dres- 
sen with the Dodgers, Paul Rich- 
ards with the Chicago White Sox, 
Al Lopez with Cleveland and 
Jimmy Dykes with the Philadel- 
phia Athletics. The last-named 
replaces Connie Mack, manager 
of the A’s for half a century.

The Red Sox open their season 
Tuesday in New York against the 
hated foe, Casey Stengel’s proud 
Yankees. Simultaneously, the 
Brooklyn Dodgers, who lost their 
shot at the National League pen- 
nant in a tenth-inning, last-day 
finale against Philadelphia in 
1950, will play host to the Phils. 
These gala openings, however,

George C. Wagner, who blew 
out 91 candles on a cake at his 
Fair: | birthday party in Belleville last 
Sept. 14, may have to miss the 
inaugural because of a bad cold. 
If so, he will be a special guest 
at a later Brownie game. 

Wagner, a shortstop, and Arlie 
Latham, third baseman, made up 
half the 1884 infield of Chris 
Von der Ahe’s club. Latham, 
who had a birthday March 15, 
has been listed as both 91 and 92. 

Now living at an Okawville, IIl., 
rest home, Wagner said he was 
about five months older than 
Latham. The 1884 teammates are 
two of the oldest—if not the old- 
est—living former big leaguers. 
Captain and first baseman of 
that club, a forerunner of the 
Brownie team that began a string 
of four successive American As- 
sociation pennants the following 
season, was Charley Comiskey. 
“The Old Roman” later went on 
to greater fame with the White 
Sox. Latham is working at New 
York’s Polo Grounds. 

Born in Stookey Township, near 
Millstadt, I11., Wagner grew up-in 
Millstadt, moving to Belleville 
when he was 15, Besides his two 
seasons with the Browns, he 
played with strong semi-pro clubs 
in Belleville and East St. Louis. 
He later sold cars in Belleville, 
where two nephews are now in 
that business. 

Wagner's contract stipulated 
that he refrain’ from conspiring 
to lose a game or bet on a game. 
It further stated that he must 
“absolutely refrain from druken- 
ness and all and any excesses or 
dissipation whatever. . 

In another clause, Wagner 


agreed to assume all risk of acci- 


dent or injury, in play or other- 
wise, and of illness from what- | 


ever cause.

roll and a wood rolling pin for 
five cents. 

Wagner could get six custom 
made shirts for $10 and see 
“Uncle Tom’s Cabin” here for 25 
cents. It cost a quarter to get 
into Sportsman’s Park.

W HEN General MacArthur’s plane, the Bataan, first came into 


The soft symmetrical white cone of Mount Fujiyama 
became visible, and Gen. Courtney Whitney, his chief political ad- 
viser, tapped him on the arm gently. MacArthur woke up, mur- 
mured, “Well! Good old Fuji!” paid no more attention, and prompt- 


ly fell asleep again.

islands. Fanatic militarists had 
just made a brief abortive revolt 
against the Emperor for surren- 
dering. MacArthur’s decision to 
accept the capitulation on the 
Missouri in Tokyo bay before 
more than a handful of American 
air-borne troops arrived has been 
called the greatest gamble in 
modern history. Professors who 
studied Japan all their lives, mili- 
tary experts who knew every 
nook and cranny of the Japanese 
character, thought that Mac- 
Arthur was taking a frightful 
risk. There would be guerrilla 
warfare for years within ten 
miles of Tokyo. No American 
administrator would be safe with- 
out permanent heavy guard. The 
country would blaze with a per- 
manent flame of hatred for the 
conquering Americans. And so on. 

The MacArthur party landed at 
a pockmarked Kamikaze strip 
called Atsugi, and the general 
put up for night in the New 
Grand Hotel in Yokohama, the 
only one in operation. It was 
filthy, decrepit, and alive with 
small animal life. The Japanese 
staff, petrified at what was going 
on, managed to dig up a steak 
for dinner. General Whitney, 
sitting next to MacArthur, 
thought that the food might be 
poisoned; only by vigorously re- 
straining himself did he resist 
the spontaneous impulse to snatch 
the meat away as MacArthur 
started to eat. MacArthur sim- 
ply ate. 

After signal and radio crews 
had gone ahead, the party set 
out for the enemy capital the next 
day in the few cars available. 
MacArthur saw several of his 
officers carrying arms. “Put all 
guns away,” he said. 

A few weeks later the general 
returned to Atsugi to meet Mrs. 
MacArthur, who came with their 
son Arthur and his Chinese amah 
(nurse), Ah Chu. There was no 
guard at all at the airport. The 
general, unarmed, with one aide, 
unarmed, constituted the entire 
reception committee. The group 
drove back to Tokyo through the 
broken streets, unlighted, and 
menacingly deserted. 

“Isn't it dangerous?” Mrs. Mac- 
Arthur Whispered. 

“Not at all,” 
smiled. 

These episodes, minor as they 
are, tell a good deal about Mac- 
Arthur. They demonstrate his un- 
doubted courage, his fatalism, his 
fixed sense of objective, and 
something else that has led him 
into danger on occasion—a tend- 
ency to exaggerated optimism, 
based on his unalterable convic- 
tion that he is a man of destiny. 

Some people in Japan, even 
after the occupation had been go- 
ing on for. several months, did 
not fully realize that MacArthur 
was the boss. On January 4, 
1946, came the first “purge” or- 
der, and this was a stark awaken- 
ing. Three or four members of 
the Cabinet had to be dismissed, 
because they had been milita- 
rists, i.e. war criminals, before 
the war.

There followed, in the words of 
an official account, “a moment 
of profound silence.” Mr. Yo- 
shida said finally and falteringly 
that he would transmit this mes- 
sage to the ’Prime Minister; 
Gen. Whitney accompanied him 
down the corridor to the elevator. 

“You understand what the Su- 
preme Commander said, did you 
not, Mr. Minister?” Whitney 
asked politely. 

Yoshida replied, “‘Too well, too 


well!”

signed, their places were 
taken by others acceptable to 
MacArthur, and the Government 
continued carrying out the Su- 
preme Commander’s further 
orders. 

A somewhat subtle point arises 
here. It might be thought that 
the episode proves that as of that 
date the Japanese Cabinet was 
totally subservient to MacArthur. 
Actually the general took the 
course he did partly because of 
his policy to let the Japanese 
themselves run their own show 
and deal with their own prob- 
lems in their own way so far as 
possible. MacArthur did not want 
to become subject to the charge 
that he had made the Cabinet 
resign. He wanted it to continue 
in office, after it had purged it- 
self. 

But from that date to this, no 
Japanese Prime Minister or other 
high official ever dared to take 
any major political step without 
carefully sounding out MacAr- 
thur’s headquarters first. 

MacArthur has not been in the 
continental United States since 
May, 1937, when he returned 
briefly to New York (in order to 
get married there) from _ the 
Philippines. Why has he never 
come back since? How can one 
explain the fact that his son, 
now aged 13, has never even seen 
the United States? 

Since 1945, MacArthur can 
justly plead the fact that he has 
been too heavily submerged in 
duties in Japan, but even so his 
prolonged absence without even a 
brief holiday is remarkable.

MacArthur in his five years 
in Tokyo has never talked at 
length to more than, let us say, a 
dozen or so Japanese officials. 
He carries this policy of exclu- 
sion to the most extreme lengths. 
For instance, Mrs. MacArthur has 
never met either Emperor or Em- 
press, and he himself has never 
met the Empress. 


For that matter he sees com- 
paratively few Americans. In the 
early days of the Korean fight- 
ing his trips to the front did a 
great deal to lift up morale, if 
only because so few G.Is had 
ever seen him before. He seldom 
reviewed troops in Tokyo; he al- 
most never paid visits of inspec- 
tion to military posts. One of the 
chief show places of contempo- 
rary Japan is the naval base at 
Yokosuka, where Adm. Benton W. 
Decker did magnificent work for 
several years; it is only 38 miles 
from ‘Tokyo, but never once did 
MaeArthur visit it. 


Why does the Supreme Com- 
mander keep himself so rigidly 
aloof? One reason is that, over 
70, he wants to conserve his 
energy; he hopes to live a long, 
long time, and sets his pace ac- 
cordingly. Another, more im- 
portant, is that he feels he under- 
stands oriental “psychology,” and 


that the Japanese will respect 
him more if he is seldom seen. 
MacArthur has almost become a 
Japanese himself, particularly in 
the matter of self-discipline. By 
being unapproachable, almost in- 
visible, he elevates his own pres- 
tige. And, of course, his ego plays 
a role. God does not choose often 
to expose himself,

acARTHUR’S habits of seclu- 
M sion put, it goes without say- 
ing, an onerous burden on 
his subordinates, since he is de- 
‘pendent on them for the quality 
of the information he receives. 
Seeing little himself, he has to 
rely on the eyes (and ears) of 
others. Are they good enough? 
This is a hotly disputed topic in 
Tokyo. ‘i are 
If only in the realms of pleas- 
ure and the delights of the pic- 
turesque the general pays a con- 
siderable price for his austerity. 
He has not had much fun in 
Japan, a country in which a great 
deal of fun is available. Mac- 
Arthur has never—during this 
tour of duty at least—squatted on 
a tatami mat to have a cere- 
monial Japanese dinner. He has 
never bought a ten-cent fountain 
pen on the Ginza, or listened to 
a geisha play the samisen, or 
eaten raw fish with chopsticks. 


But do not think that Mac- 
Arthur does not know a great deal 
about the Japanese. He does. 
There is little lacking in the su- 
preme commander’s own basic 
grasp ‘and intuition. 

The fact that MacArthur keeps 
himself so glassily isolated gives 
rise to one of the more elemen- 
tary paradoxes of contemporary 
Japan. It is that he imposes de- 
mocracy—like a dictator. 

The general’s antipathy to the 
New Deal is well. known, and it 
is generally assumed that he 
heartily disliked Mr. Roosevelt. 
In actual fact this was not the 
case. He disapproved of much 
that F.D.R, did, and, during the 
war, like most theater com- 
manders, he felt that he was be- 
ing starved while other fronts 
were favored; also MacArthur 
would probably have adopted a 
different strategy for the war as 
a whole. But his personal regard 
for Roosevelt was always high, 
and the two men were good 
friends for many years. 

MacArthur, though this is not 
well known, owes a great deal of 
his career to Roosevelt: 

1. When he became President 
fn 1933 F.D.R. kept him on as 
Chief of Staff, though it was 
unprecedented for a Chief of 
Staff to serve an extra year. 

2. Roosevelt encouraged Mac- 
Arthur te accept the offer from 
the Philippine Government 
whereby he was enabled to go 
te Manila in 1936. 

3. Above all; well before 
Pearl Harbor (on July 26, 1941, 
te be precise), F.D.R. drew Mac-

S he describes the occasion a 
A great array of admirals— 

Leahy, King, Nimitz, Halsey— 
were on one side; he himself 
was alone on the other. Roose- 
velt listened to the Navy, and 
appeared to be committed to its 
point of view. Then MacArthur 
put forward his case, and did so 
with such pertinacity and fervor 
that F.D.R. began to swing over. 
Before a final decision’ was made 
Adm. King returned to Washing- 
ton, thinking that his policy had 
been accepted. 
called MacArthur in, and told 
him that he, MacArthur, was the 
winner after all, and that. the 
Philippines would be the next 
great target. 

MacArthur, as he relates this 
anecdote, does so with the most 
vivid relish, suggesting rather 
than overtly stating the weight of 
forces set against him, and how 
subtly he managed to overcome 
them. Roosevelt’s last words 
were, “Well, Douglas, you win! 
But I am going to have a hell of 
a time over this with that old 
bear, Ernie King!” 

MacArthur had planned to leave 
Honolulu the next day, because 
he had a new amphibious opera- 
tion to superintend thousands of 
miles away. F.D.R. turned to him,

Roosevelt grinned and replied,

ing this meeting that F.D.R. was 
dying. Only his spirit, his inner 
fire, his reservoir of soul, kept 
him alive even then, the general 
thinks. When he returned to his 
headquarters in Australia he told 
his wife, “Jean, the President will 
be dead within six months.” He 
was only two months wrong.

GOOD many analogies exist 

between Roosevelt and Mac- 

Arthur. Roosevelt was well- 
born, devoted to the American 
tradition, and a gentleman to his 
finger tips; so is MacArthur. 

Both were,*in a sense, mama’s 
boys; the mother of each lived to 
a great age, doting on her son, 
Roosevelt’s character was full of 
dash—even bravado—and he loved 
to talk; ditto MacArthur. F.D.R. 
was more of a “fixer” perhaps; 
MacArthur has a simpler force. 

Roosevelt was a more subtle 
person, with far deeper sensitive- 
ness to the major pressures of 
his time, and a much more pro- 
found sympathy for the underpos- 
sessed; MacArthur is a stronger 
personality in some ways,. more 
forthright and histrionic, more 


apocalyptic, and alse a-good deal 


fancier and showier. 

Politically F.D.R. was of course 
much’ farther to the left than 
MacArthur. He was a broader 
person, with more social vision. 
Yet it would be unwise to think 
of MacArthur as a reactionary. 

MacArthur has several times 
been compared to Caesar, and 
there are several analogies worth 
making, even if they are a bit 
farfetched— prolonged absences 
from his native country; subordi- 
nates not in his own class; strong 
will, imperiousness, narcissism; 
an acute interest in history; great 
military skill and valor; patriot- 
ism complicated by merciless am- 
bition; the ability to make use of 
conquered peoples; administrative 
eapacity; desire to leave behind 
him a structure of law; and a 
taste for. benevolent autocracy. 

Even though he may be as vain 
as the Earl of Essex (another pro- 
consul—in Ireland), MacArthur 
has great virtues. Mainly they are 
virtues of a somewhat antique 
type, more notable in classic 
ages than our own—strict honor- 
ableness, belief in the right, moral 
courage, and dedication to an 
ideal. 


But he has plenty of defects, 
and is fiercely hated as well as 
loved. Nobody in American publie 
life is so controversial. One reason 
is, I think, something that Mac- 
Arthur cannot help — that 
comes of a military family.

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On Train With Radio Telephone System 


T is quite possible that in some 

museum of the future there 

will be displayed, among other 
mementos of less frantic days, a 
railroad lantern. School children, 
wandering through the museum, 
will be surprised, if not terribly 
interested, to .learn that these 
quaint instruments once were 
used by the various members of 
a train’s crew to signal to one an- 
other messages about the’ train’s 
operation, such as whether to back 
up, go forward, or get the air 
pressure up another 10 degrees. 

“What?” they will say, “no ra- 
dio?” 

These thoughts occurred to us 
while riding through the Kansas 
countryside in the caboose of a 
Missouri Pacific freight train be- 
tween QOsawatomie, Kans., and 
Muskogee, Okla. The trip was 
made to see the train’s radio com- 
munication system in action, and 
even now, it was plain to see, the 
lantern is on its way to oblivion. 

The time is here, as far as a 
large segment of the Mopac line 
is concerned—as well as parts of 
several other railroads—when the 
brakeman, if he wants to talk to 
the engineer some 85 cars ahead 
(or virtually a mile as the crow 
flies), has merely to pick up &a 
convenient instrument which 
looks like an ordinary telephone, 
and say what he has to say.

freight locomotives and 290 
cabooses. The company has on or- 
der 100 new locomotives which 
are being equipped with radio at 
the factory. 

So far the radio equipment is 
confined to freight trains. By mid- 
summer the Missouri Pacific plans 
to start putting it on passenger 
trains also. The Mopac is one of 
several lines installing radio, 
and it is generally predicted that 
within a few years the lantern 
and the hand signals will be just 
a part of railroad history. 

I was introduced to train radio 
as I stood in the -yardmaster’s 
office at Osawatomie and heard 
a voice coming in over the yard- 
master’s speaker. “This is Train 
175,” it said, “calling the yard- 
master at Osawatomie.”

up his radio phone. “Where are 
you, Jack?” he asked in @ con- 
versational tone. 

“I’m just out of Ratoul,” said 
the voice of the engineer. Ratoul 
is some eight miles north of Osa- 
watomie. “What track you want 
me to come in on?” he asked. 

Yardmaster Crouch told him to 
come in on track six, then turned 
to me and grinned. 

“That’s the train you're going 
to ride on,” he explained. 

“Now in the old days,” Crouch 
went on, “he would have had to 
stop somewhere outside the yards 
and telephone me to find out what 
track to come in on. This way he 
can talk to me while he’s several 
miles out and come right on in 
without having to stop.” 

Crouch doesn’t mourn the old 
days. 

“You can't beat this system,” 
he’ says. “If an engineer has to 
do any switching when he gets in 
the yards, I know exactly what 
time he will be here, and I can 
have a switch engine ready. Way 
it used‘ to be, I might get an.en- 
gine ready when he was due, and 
then maybe he’d be half an hour 
or an hour late. The engine would 
sit there doing nothing, when we 
could be using it in some other 
part of the yard.” 

Crouch is equally attached to 
the radio system in the yards at 
Osawatomie. Before radio, the 
yard, like all yards, had a com- 
munication system which was 
part telephone, part messenger 
and part wig-wag. There were 
perhaps a dozén telephones scat- 
ered about, and a man who want- 
ed to communicate with the yard- 
master had to walk to one of 
them. If the yardmaster wanted 
to communicate with the man, he 
usually had to be sent for to an- 
swer the telephone. 

Now the yard has 18 two-way 
radio telephones strategically 
placed, and each of them has a 
loud-speaker attachment. All 
Crouch has to do is call the per- 
son he wants. That person hears 
his name on the speaker, goes to 
the nearest radiophone and an- 
ae it. . 

“Some funny things happen 
too,” Crouch grinned. Seems that 
through his own speaker he can. 
pick up anything spoken near one 


would get a chance, he said, to 
see why. 

The radio instruments, we dis- 
covered, are not much larger than 
a bedside radio. They are op- 
erated by batteries and, just like 
your automobile, the batteries are 
kept charged by generators which 
operate off the axle. 

The normal range is five to 
seven miles, Morrow explained,

ed between a train and a wayside 
station over a distance of 43 miles. 
The longest conversation between 
two trains has been 20 miles. 
The radio, Morrow was careful 
to explain, is not used to move 
trains. The Interstate Commerce 
Commission regulations require 
that trains can be moved only by 
written order. The radio is used 
solely in the interest of speed and 
safety. It is a means of instant 
communication between the head 
end and the rear end of a train. 
When the train is a mile long this 
can be quite a convenience. It is 
also a means of communication 
between the trains and wayside 
stations, which have been radio- 
equipped, and finally as a means 
of communication between two 
trains. .

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Visitors From City How Russia Got Our A-Bomb Secrets 


On Cold, Wet Day Step-by-Step Story Now Unfolding for First Time— 
By Leonard Hall 


‘What Made Klaus Fuchs History's Most Danger- 
ous Spy? — How Did He Operate? 


HEN the alarm clock rang last Sunday morning, Ginnie 
and I took one look out the east window and groaned. 
Instead of clear, blue sky, the — horizon was blanket- 
ed with storm clouds and the thermometer stood no more than 
a degree above freezing. Dur- 
ing the night we had heard 
the driving rain turn inter- 
mittently to hail or sleet. 
Working in a shower on Fri- 
day and wading the creek on 
Saturday to locate our twelfth 
calf, I'd managed to pick up 
a cold which sat on my chest 
like the Old Man of the Sea 
and yielded not to red lini- - 
ment, as Perry calls it, ap- 
plied internally or externally. 
And this was the day which 
the St. Louis Audubon So- 
ciety had chosen for a spring 
visit to Possum Trot. Not 
the whole Society, which 
must number a thousand, but 
definite reservations had 
been made by 150 members;

of the amateur ornithologist, we expected few cancellations. 
As it turned out, practically every one of them came and 


every one who did come was a deadgame sport—or kept their 


troubles to themselves if they weren't. For a farm is the 
last place to entertain a crowd during a rainstorm, and this 
storm varied its repertory by dowsing the guests with oc- 
casional gusts of snow and sleet, as well as hail.

Altogether, I kept track of almost a dozen groups 
which took off on various hikes and it wasn’t until 
late afternoon that any of these managed to get back 
to home base without at least one good, soaking shower.

@ BACK HOME AGAIN, as many as could came into the 
living room and huddled about the fire, trying to dry soaked 
shoes before starting the long trip back to the city. One last 
shower fell, and afterward the sun shone brilliantly for a 
time and three rainbows formed to eastward, between the 
house and Buford Mountain. The colors were so bright that 
several guests with color film took pictures of the phenomenon, 
the smallest of the rainbows started with one end in the 
garden and arched into the nearby field. 

There were a dozen or more youngsters in the crowd, 
Such days, 
in our experience, are likely to be long for children; but 
again, if these boys and girls were bored, they failed to show 
it. They went on the hikes, got drenched along with their

@ WE HAVE ALSO NOTICED time and again, when hunt- 
ing with friends from town or when just hiking out across 
the fields, that the fence, to most people, is merely an obstacle 
to be surmounted. If the top wire is rusty and will break 
or if the steeple which holds it can be kicked Idose, well and 
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good. Or if the bottom wire can be stamped on and held 
down to the ground, fine and dandy. Somehow we forget 
that wire isn't elastic. Once broken, it stays that way. Once 
loosened, some animal is certain to find the place. 

~ We've noted the same thing about the “Ozark gaps” of 
Barbed wire that we often use as gates for the very practical 
Gurpose of saving money. The wire gap serves to permit 
q@itfance and exit and to keep livestock on one side or the 
sihér. Knocked down, twisted and tramped on, it must be 
wten repaired or even replaced. Otherwise one finds ‘his 
aiae out and grazing along the highway or heading for the 
en pcounty. But used with moderate care, the gap functions 
satisfactorily for years.

@ WE'LL SAY for our Audubon Society, however, that they 
ecomported themselves as considerate guests. Disappointment 
in. the weather, our inability to entertain them and to show 
them something of the farm didn’t seem to discourage them. 
They'd risked making the trip before spring had settled down 
to her routine of warm and sunny weather, if any such thing 
éxists, and were willing to stand by their decision. And I 
suspect that many of them made new friends or renewed old 
friendships to help make the day worth while. As for us, 
we learned again how much all people have in common who 
are interested in Nature and the out-of-doors. We also heard 
of several worthwhile projects like one being carried on by 
the Webster Groves Nature Society on the Weldon Spring area. 
Here a bi-monthly census will be made for a period of 10 
years to determine what effect the general conservation pro- 
gram in the area has on songbirds, game birds, wild waterfowl! 
and other species. It is through such projects as this that 
the amateur in ornithology, or any other natural science, may 
make a real contribution.

The man with 
the glasses’ spoke English with a 
heavy German accent, but you 
couldn't have heard it during that 
fleeting meeting. Neither man 
spoke a word. 


The thin man with the glasses 
handed over a small, nondescript 
package and strolled calmly on. 
Still sauntering around Borough 
Hall, the fellow with the sad face 
handed the package silently to a 
third man, a man he knew only 
as “John.” Minutes later all three 
figures had vanished, swallowed in 
the gummy sea of porous canyons 
that is New York in summer. 


This unobtrusive street encount- 
er was the first of dozens spread 
over several years at which the 
world’s most closely guarded se- 
crets were casually dropped into 
the laps of the Russians like a set 
of crossword puzzles with the so- 
lutions worked out and attached. 


“John” was Anatcli Anotovitch 
Yakovlev, then Russian vice con- 
sul in New York and now a fugi- 
tive behind the Iron Curtain. The 
man with the sad face was Harry 
Gold, a Philadelphia biochemist 
now serving a 30-year sentence 
for espionage. The thin man with 
the glasses and the accent. was 
Dr. Klaus Emil Julius Fuchs, a 
German-born British nuclear phys- 
icist now officially described as 
the most dangerous spy in the 
history of civilization. 


The step-by-step story of how 
these men actually operated began 
falling into place only at the lat- 
est spy trial in New York. And 
last week the Joint ‘Congressional 
Committee on Atomic Energy for 
the first time made painfully 
plain that the Kremlin could 
hardly have fared better if its 
representatives had openly lis- 
tened in from the time we 
planned our first atomic bomb 
until we began considering the 
construction of an H-bomb.

At a 
subsequent meeting with Yakovlev 
at a circular table in the rear of 
a cafe at the southwest corner of 
Forty-second street and Third 
avenue, Gold was told that he 
would have to make a sidetrip to 
Albuquerque on his trip to see 
Fuchs in Santa Fe. 
Gold demurred but the Russian 
said: “That is an order!” 
Huddled together in the dim 
midtown cafe, Yakovlev gave Gola 
an envelope with $500, a recogni- 
tion signal and a slip of onionskin 
paper marked “Greenglass” fol- 
lowed by a number and the words 
“High Street’’ The recognition 
signal was, “I come from Julius.” 
Yakovlev also instructed . Gold 
that on his way to Santa Fe he 
should first go to Phoenix, Ariz., 
and El Paso, Tex., to min 
“the danger of being followed. 
Gold met Fuchs in Santa Fe 
and got another package of 
papers. He then successfully com- 
pleted his mission in Albuquerque. 
On the train back to New Yorx, 
while traveling through Kansas, 
he transferred the papers he got 
from Fuchs into a manila enve- 
lope marked “doctor.” The mate- 
rial from Albuquerque he put in 
an envelope he marked “othér.” 
Gold turned his loot over to 
Yakovlev and told him Fuchs had 
again reported rapid progress on 
the bomb and said the first trial 


out of the city—past a large 
church. Again Fuchs handed over 


a package. 

Meeting - Yakovlev on Main 
street in Flushing, Long Island, 
after his return, Gold was able 
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looking, soft-spoken Fuchs, now 
40 years old, comes from a solid, 
pious, middle-class home. But 
his mother, who died in 1931, had 
relatives afflicted. with insanity. 
His father, 76-year-old Professor 
Emil Fuchs, now teaches theology 
in the Soviet zone of Germany, 
having moved there from the 
American zone two weeks before 
his son’s arrest. 

Old Emil Fuchs was a Lutheran 
pastor, then a Quaker. He de- 
fied Hohenzollern rule by joining 
the Social Democratic Party, then 
a decidedly radical move for a 
clergyman. He also defied the 
Nazis and spent nine months in 
one of their concentration camps. 
Emil described Klaus not long 
ago as a good, helpful person, 
“honest through and through” 
and “absolutely childlike” in his 
non-professional life. The elder 
Fuchs also said his son never 
could have spied for money but 
only because of his idealism. In 
fact, Fuchs only accepted small 
payments “for expenses” though 
he once took $400 which, accord- 
ing to a British prosecutor, he 
regarded as a symbol “signifying 
his subservience to the cause.”

1HE youngest of four children, 
Klaus grew up in the small 
town of Russelheim near 
Frankfort. He was a shy, bookish 
lad, withdrawn from the crowd 
even then. World War I was in 
full swing until he was eight years 
old, but young Fuchs was not per- 
mitted to join the cheering throngs

nist League and fell hook line 
and sinker for an insidious Com- 
munist scheme which helped Hit- 
ler seize power. With his party 
he worked furiously against the 
Social Democrats who were also 
against Hitler. The Communists 
fought them because they wanted 
Hitler to take the reigns, being 
convinced that his regime would 
soon collapse and leave them to 
take over the country like a rot- 
ten plum. 


Disregarding the cold analytical 
techniques he had mastered so 
well in university laboratories and 
classes, the poker-faced young 
scientist fought storm troopers 
on the streets and offered him- 
self as a speaker for the~regu- 
lar Communist Party. Later he 
joined the party. On the train 
enroute to Berlin he opened a 
newspaper, saw that the Reich- 
stag had been set afire and 
guessed that a nation-wide Com- 
munist hunt was about to begin. 
He took off his Communist badge, 
went into hiding and worked in 
the underground until his bosses 
ordered him abroad. They wanted 
Fuchs to finish his studies and 


be equipped for the day when he . 


would return to a Soviet Ger- 
many. 

He went to the University of 
Bristol and was awarded a Ph.D. 
in mathematics and physics. His 
lodgings on Hampton Roads in 
the Redland section of the city 
were a student’s typical spartan 
retreat, dirty and cluttered with 
piles of books and papers. 

An introvert and a bachelor to 
this day, the sensuous-lipped, 
lonely Fuchs did not lack female

In 1938 he went to the Uni- 
versity of Edinburgh, took a de- 
gree as doctor of science and be- 
gan publishing papers in the Pro- 
ceedings of the Royal Society.

N 1941 the British Enemy Aliens 

Tribunal examined Fuchs and 

released him. Shortly after- 
ward he was naturalized as a 
Briton even though he had fe- 
portedly been a Communist. 

“The source of that informa- 
tion was the Gestapo,” Premier 
Clement Attlee told a critical 
House of Commons last year. 
“At that time the Gestapo ac- 
cused everybody of being a Com- 
munist. When the matter was 
looked into there was no support 
for it whatever.” 

Almost immediately after his 
release, Fuchs went to work for 
Prof. Rudolph E. Peierls, a top 
atomic scientist and fellow-refuge 
from Germany, at the University 
of Birmingham. He lived with 
the professor’s family in their 
large house and became a favor- 
ite of the children. Soon he 
found himself working on the 
gaseous diffusion process of sepa- 
rating Uranium 235, the best of

“Beginning on the first Satur- 
day of every month, at a stop of 
the underground in London called 
Paddington Crescent, 8 p.m., 
Fuchs was to be on the street 
level,” Gold has said. “He was 
to be carrying five books bound 
with strings and supported by two 
fingers of one hand; he was to 
be carrying two books in the other 
hand. His contact was to be car- 
rying a copy of a Bennett Cerf 
book, ‘Stop Me If You Have 
Heard This.’” 


Back home in England, Fuchs 
was made head of the Theoretical 
Physics Division at Harwell, the 
big British atomic energy center. 
He made .job assignments, inter- 
viewed applicants and picked em- 
ployes for promotion. Still awk- 
ward and preoccupied of manner, 
he continued to be well liked. In 
1947, he again came to America. 
This time he stayed only briefly 
and had access to data he hadn’t 
known before. That year he had 
brief doubts about the wisdom of 
Soviet policy. 


“I did not go to one rendezvous 
because I was ilf at the time 
and * decided not to go to the fol- 
lowing one,” his confession says. 

Except for this momentary 
lapse he continued to pass secrets 
to agents past the fall of 1949 
when the British were first in- 
formed by a tip from America 
that some unspecified member of, 
the British team that had visited 
in this country had “leaked.”

“Guide to Easier Living” (Simon and Schuster), by Mary 
and Russel Wright is highly controversial, even though its 
subject is the innocent- 
enough one of homemak- 

ing. 

Frankly, we have been 
having quite a controversy 
with ourselves about it— 
torn between shuddering 
at some of its more dras- 
tic suggestions and mar- 
veling at the sound sense 
and workability of ‘others. 

Russel Wright brings to 
housekeeping the same 
utilitarian approach that 
has made him so success- 
ful as a designer of fur- 
niture and accessories. He 
strips it down to its bare 
essentials in order to ap- 
proximate a 40-hour work 
week for the housewife. 
Just how far you are will- 

RUSSEL AND MARY WriGHT ‘1 ‘0 go with this strip- 
ping-down process: is the 

subject of argument. If you live a hurried, herried life you 
may be able to go along with him all of the way, to the use 
of his “irreducible minimum of tableware,” and to dispensing 
with curtains in favor of brightly colored window frames. 
Wright, incidentally, seems to have a particular antipathy to 
ruffled curtains, as dear to the heart of the average housewife 
is a mink coat is to a glamour girl. The authors themselves 
admit that most women will not want to go this far, and 
urge that you adapt their theories to your own way of life. 
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The book has many usable ideas, and the chapters 
on organizing storage space and on out-door living 
are gems. An appendix gives the names and addresses 
of manufacturers of gadgets referred to, and com- 
prehensive charts rate different types of wall and 
floor coverings, table tops and drapery materials 
on ‘wearability and ease of care. A section which 
points out the advantages and disadvantages of dif- 
ferent types of equipment may save you from costly 
mistakes.

I suspect that it may be your basket and rod, 
rather than the inside of the coffee maker itself, 
which is causing the trouble.

Take the basket and rod out, boil them in soda water 
and scrub them thoroughly with a brush, and see 
if that doesn’t help.

Neither 
Scotch tape nor small tacks hold it permanently.” 


There is a tape with an adhesive backing which will serve 
your purpose perfectly. It comes in a wide range of colors, 
and in one and one-half inch widths. By mitering the cor- 
ners carefully you can make a neat frame to hold the plastic 
sheet. One word of warning: the tape will take the paper 
with it when you pull it off to replace the plastic. This need 
present no serious problem, since you can of course be care- 
ful to put it back in exactly the same place. 
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Mrs. M, L., Clayton: You can prevent your good 
plates from becoming scratched when stacked on top 
of one another if you use the inexpensive soft felt 
pads made for this purpose. These circular pads come 
in three sizes—for saucers, salad and dinner plates, 
and are packaged with four pads of each size to a set. 
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@ NOW THAT it is time to store away winter suits and coats, 
housewives are once again faced with the clothes hanger 
dilemma. Narrow wire hangers will not keep heavy woolens in 
good shape and most wide, contour-shaped hangers are too 
expensive to buy in quanti- :

An answer to the problem 
is offered in a device just 
weing placed in St. Louis 
stores, which turns the ordi- 
mary hanger into a de luxe 
model at small cost. It con- 
sists of two pieces of plastic 
which clamp over a wire 
hanger, providing a wide, 
rounded surface to hold the 
shoulders of heavy gar- 
ments in shape. 

The hangers are also ideal for the meticulous traveler, 
since the plastic parts nest into one another so compactly 
that enough hangers to care fer all of your suits and coats 
can be packed in very little space. 

One more advantage: Because they are made of plastic 
they are safe for hanging wet garments, such as nylon shirts.

“Repairing and painting jobs 
around the house and yard may 
cost little but gain immeasurably 
in making homes more attractive. 
Among repair reminders are: 
fences, porches, steps, roofs, water 
faucet leaks, water heaters, 
screens, woodwork and others. 


Fire Is a Menace. 


“The menace of fire can be put 
in a separate category. Repairs in 
wiring and electric fixtures fre- 
quently can be handled by a 
member of the household. The 
St. Louis Fire Department §co- 
operates each year by making 
themselves available to advise 
householders how to remove any 
fire hazards in their home’. 

“The disposal of rubbish also 
lessens the opportunity for fire. 
Garages and basements particu- 
larly are emphasized as the places 
where fire hazards are most like- 
ly to be found. 

“Planting victory gardens dur- 
ing World War II was so im- 
portant that the term “Plant-Up” 
was part of the title of the cam- 
paign. It still is an important 
factor. Now, planting is stressed 
as a part of the beautification of 
the city. Planting jobs encour- 
aged by the city are flower gar- 
dens, flower boxes, community 
gardens, grass plots, shrubbery, 
trees, the trimming of trees and 
shrubs and the removal of dead 
trees afid stumps. 


Health Element Stressed. 

“Destroying the breeding places 
of flies and mosquitoes and rats 
by putting tight fitting tops on 
garbage containers, installing new 
containers if necessary and in- 
stalling traps for flies, rats, mice 
and other disease-bearing vermin, 
cannot be stressed too much all 
year ‘round. The germs that 
cause disease thrive in filth. Their 
carriers feed on filth. Extensive 
substandard housing, created by 
years of depression and war, pro- 
vides excellent depositories for 
filth in every community. 

“Since most of the Americans 
disabled by illness are of that 
third of our population which is 
ill-housed and ill-fed, decent liv- 
ing conditions are obviously pow- 
erful weapons against disease.

' Popular Among New 


Styles on Exhibit 


While St. Louis women are se- 
lecting their summer footwear 
from the large collections on dis- 
play in the stores, visiting retail- 
ers are choosing their favorite 
themes for next fall and winter. 
On exhibition this week at the 
fifth annual fall showing of the 
St. Louis shoe manufacturers are 
styles which will be in the stores 
in August and September, and 
will dictate the style trends of the 
nation.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., April 14 
(AP)}—A new kind of sterilizer 


purifies packaged drugs in a split 
‘second and looks good for steril- 
izing blood vessels and bones. for 
human spare parts banks. 

This sterilizer fires electrons at 
3,000,000-volt power. The things 
to be sterilized ride on a conveyor 
belt, passing under the stream of 
electrical bullets speeding from 
a vacuum tube. 

The stream of electrons is in- 
visible, but it turns the air blue 
near the tube's mouth, by ionizing 
or charging atoms of air. 

The sterilizer is a 3,000,000-volt

FRANKFURT, Germany, April 
14 (AP)—Germany, which claims 
to be the father of television, is 
only now developing TV. 

If all goes according to sched- 
ule, the Northwest German Radio 
(NWDR) plans to present the first 
regular telecast program in Ger- 
many next fall. They hope to 
have sets on sale before -that 
time so there will be someone 
around to see the first shows. 

The Northwest German Radio 
telecast an experimental play last 
month after long tests. 

At present there are only a few 
hundred gets which can receive 
television in West Germany, but 
the radio people hope they will 
mushroom when programs get 
rolling. 

West German stations plan to 
telecast images of 625 lines; a 
system already adopted in experi- 
mental broadcasts in Denmark, 
Sweden, Switzerland, Italy and 
The Netherlands. TV in these 
countries is still experimental. 
Both Britain and France are al- 
ready in business. Britain has 
three TV stations, France two. 

East Germany’s Plans. 

According to reports, Com- 
munist East Germany is hurrying 
up its own plans for television 
One story is that the “people’s 
owned” radio industry is produc- 
ing a TV set costing 600 east 
marks (about $30). 

West German firms will show 
their first models at the Berlin 
industrial fair next fall.

LONDON, April 14 (AP)—Sod-

Bogged deepest by unceasing 
rains are Britain, Belgium and 
Holland, where farm work is a 


month to six weeks behind sched- 
ule and plows haven't even been 
put into the mucky fields that 
ought already to be sprouting 
grain and potatoes. 

One of the prime production 
goals of Western European na- 
tions in their struggle for eco- 
homic recovery is increased out- 
put of food. The more they can 
grow themselves, the less they 
must spend from scarce currency 
reserves to buy food abroad. 


Resources Strained. 


Reserves and resources already 
are being strained by continued 
postwar rebuilding and heavy 
drains on men, money, and ma- 
terials for rearmament. Deep 
cuts in food production, which now 
seem inevitable, will further 
strain the seams of weak 0- 
nomies. ” 

Snow and drizzly rain have 
hardly let up all winter long. 

In Britain, February is custo- 


marily wet; it is referred to as Wiz, 


“February fildyke”’ to show it is 
counted on to replenish ground 
water supplies. But this Febru- 
ary was the wettest in history. 

Autumn wheat planting fell 
short. Soaked ground will pre- 
vent almost all spring planting. 
The Government’s goal of 2,550.- 
000 acres in wheat is falling at 
least 20 per cent short, indicating 
a harvest shortage of nearly 20,- 
000,000 bushels. Planting of po- 
tatoes—a top item in British diet 
~is far behind schedule. 


Disaster in Belgium. 


In. Belgium, an _ Agriculture 
Ministry official replied ‘“disas- 
trous” when asked about the ef- 
fects of winter on the crops. He 
said, “everything is about a 
month behind already and the 
lag increases as the bad weather 
continues.” 

Fields that should be sprouting 
wheat and potatoes — Belgium’s 
two big crops—are flooded with 
melting snows and spring down- 
pours, Some fiel€s were planted 
during a few days in early March,

CAUSES 80 PCT. OF 


RED CASUALTIES 


Chinese Hate Big Guns 
Which Pound Away, 


Breaking Down Their 
Will to Resist. 


By JOHN RANDOLPH 

WESTERN FRONT, Korea, 
April 6 (Delayed by Censor) (AP) 
~Recently captured Chinese Red 
medical records show that 80 to 
90 per cent of the enemy hit were 
victimes of artillery 

The artillery is in ‘the thick of | 
the Korean war and giving a good | 
account. It is a far different 
story from that in the war's early . 
days. 

Brig. Gen. George B. Barth, 
one of the Army’s top artillery 
men in Korea, puts it this way: 

“What you must have on the 
battlefield is power and there are 
different ways to get it. You can 
get it with manpower as the 
Chinese do or you can get it with 
airplanes, tanks and artillery . . 

“The Chinese don’t like our 
planes strafing them but they 
know this kind of attack will be 
over in a few seconds. The pris- 
oners we take now say they are 
most afraid of heavy bombs, 
napalm (jellied gasoline fire- 
bombs) and artillery—and they 
hate the artillery the most.” 

Gen. Barth, of Leavenworth, 
Kan., commands all artillery of 
one United States division. He 
set up one of the biggest bom- 
bardments of the war last March 
7 when the Allies crossed the 
Han river and captured Seoul. 


He directed 148 guns that fired 


5000 shells in 20 minutes. 

Seoul fell unopposed. 

“The mission of artillery is to 
get the infantry forward with the | 
least possible casualties,” Barth 
explained. “But in a larger sense 
we also try to break down the 
enemy's will to resist. Artillery | 
can always reach behind his lines 
-— sometimes very far behind 
them. 

“That is why we pound, pound 
every day, even when it seems | 
there are no targets. The Chinese 
soldier at the front never knows 
when the guns will search him 
out. He can never relax. 
“Every hill we take now has 
Chinese bodies on it, men killed 
by our constant firing.” 

Lacked Guns Last Summer. 

“Last summer, we sometimes | 
had to stretch nine batteries—54 
guns—over a whole 30-mile 
front,” Barth recalled. 

“Of course, we couldn't get 
any concentration of fire that way 
—maybe two or three guns on a 
single target at most. 

“But now things are different. 
Ordinarily we can mass a whole 
division’s artillery on a front of | 
eight miles or so and we can get 
at least half the guns or more on 
one target. This is one of the | 


main reasons we have advanced | 


70 miles in the last two months.”

From diaper ads to industrial design 


On a shopping trip, he comes in handy,

He's not a bit afraid of an automobile; 
In fact, he'd like to get behind the wheel! 


Q’ CouRSsE you've heard of him: Ray- 
mond Loewy is a man who has had 
a big influence on your life. It’s quite 
possible that he designed your tooth- 
brush, your cigarette package and some 
of the trains you ride. And, if you drive 
a Studebaker, he designed your auto- 
mobile, too.

“It was a monstrosity,” says Loewy. 
“But when I had finished, it was beauti- 
ful. Even today — 25 years later — it still 
looks good.” 

From re-designing duplicators, Loewy 
went on to bigger things: automobiles, 
furniture, department stores, railroad 
cars and ocean liners. Today he has 
designed products which retail annually 
for more than three billion dollars. 

“The most important day of my life,” 
he says, looking back, “was that day in 
1926 when I decided to sit down for a 
while and think.”

hospital bills and untold misery with a 
new, but long overdue automobile “safety 
belt” designed to cheat death on the highway. 
Suitable for any kind of car, the belt may 
actually double your chances of escaping seri- 
ous injury or death if you’re involved in a bad 
accident, experts say. 

And if your wife (or husband) sits nervous- 
ly in the front seat while you drive, it will give 
her a greater feeling of security—similar to 
that you get from holding the wheel. 

Studies show that passengers on the right 
of the driver—the “suicide seat’—are likely to 
be most seriously injured in accidents because 
they're thrown against the windshield or 
dashboard, smiashing their heads or chests 
(PARADE, July 30, 1950). 

It’s likely that you'll soon be seeing or wear- 
ing the new belts which have an across-the- 
chest strap like “Sam Brownes” and are an-

Just how many lives, of course, cannot be 
predicted, but the plain and simple facts are 
these: about 10,000 Americans riding in cars 
were killed last year—almost a third of the 
total U. S. traffic fatalities.

® In London last winter, he was at a meeting 
of the Council of Deputies of the North At- 
lantic Treaty Organization. Representatives 
of some of the smaller countries were worried. 
They were worried about being overshadowed 
by the great powers in the headquarters or- 
ganization that was being set up. How, they 
wanted to know, were the little countries going 
to break through the maze and make them- 
selves heard? 

They put it right up to Ike. , 

“T’ll refer you to a famous American actress, 
Mae West,” Ike said, grinning. “And I'll quote 
one of her famous remarks: ‘Come up and 
see me sometime.’ ” 

That did it. A burst of laughter swept the 
room. Tension vanished. All were on Ike’s side. 


A Surprised Paris Charwoman 


N PARIS ONE DAY, the General decided to walk 
from the Hotel Raphael, where he was liv- 
ing, to the Astoria, his headquarters. As he 
Strode along the boulevard, flanked by his 
aides, he saw an elderly charwoman at work. 
Ike grinned, gave a friendly little salute, and 
said, “Good morning, madame.” 

The woman at first was surprised. Then 
came a radiant smile as she recognized the 
Liberator of 1944. One of Ike’s aides said he 
would have given anything for a camera at 
that moment.

Ike, of course, was just doing what came 
naturally, what he would have done back in 
Abilene, Kansas, where he grew up. “I've 
wandered far,” he told the home folks once, 
“but never have I forgotten Abilene.” That 


‘ tells a lot about Ike. 


Churchill has described Ike as ‘‘a great com- 
mander, who not only can lead an army, but 
can stir men’s hearts.” This suggests that Ike 
is eloquent. He is. He can talk as brilliantly 
as he can wield the sword, and do it without 
using ghost writers or $10 words. 

He sometimes takes wing even in ordinary 
conversation. One day last winter, after his 
return from a tour of the Atlantic Pact coun- 
tries, he was standing outside the White House 
Executive Office. As photographers trained 
their cameras on him, Ike chatted easily with 
Vice President Barkley and others with him. 


The General Saw a Sunrise 


OME OF US edged in close to hear what he 
was saying. His subject, alas, was a prosaic 
one — the weather. He was telling about the 
snow and the low ceilings that marked nearly 
all his take-offs and landings in Europe. Sud- 
denly, he became lyrical. 

“But over Greenland,” Ike said, “was the 
most beautiful sight I ever saw in my life. It 
was an Arctic morning. The sun was hanging 
above the horizon; it was just like a prairie 
fire.” 

The words, simply spoken, had an impact. 
All of us, in our minds, caught a glimpse of 


. that flaming sky on the top of the world. 


Next day, the famous soldier-diplomat was 
down on Capitol Hill, facing a joint meeting 
of the Senate and the House. The stakes were 
high. A great debate was raging, the issue 
being whether the United States should send 
troops to Europe for the international army. 

Once Ike had finished talking, it was a case 
of no contest. The look of admiration on the 
faces of the Senators and Representatives that 
day was something to see. It wasn't altogether 
Ike’s argument that fetched them, moving 4s 
that was. Neither was it altogether the dra- 
matic quality of his voice, which sounds a bit 
like Clark Gable’s. In great part, it was his 
technique, his approach, or whatever else you 
want to call it. You could almost hear the 
politicians saying to themselves: “What 4 


Here, a man who knows Ike analyzes 
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candidate that guy would make!” 

Ike has the gift of being able to put him- 
self in the other fellow’s place. This often 
brings a nice reciprocity: the other fellow be- 
gins to put himself in Ike’s place, too. 


“| Have No End to Serve, Except. . .” 


N TALKING to the members of Congress, he 
said he was fully aware of the very great 
responsibilities that devolved upon them. He 
hadn’t come there to “exhort” them, to sell 
them anything, but simply to tell them what 


he had found in Europe, to give them his views. 


@ “I have no end to serve, as I know you have 
no end to serve, except the good of the United 
States,” Ike told the lawmakers. “And that is 
the reason I am back in uniform, and it is the 
reason I have the courage to appear before 
this body to express my convictions.” 

@ As he neared the end, he and the legislators 
(most of them, anyway) were very much on 
the same wave length. Ike said he hoped they 
would visit Europe and see for themselves 
“the rejuvenation of spirit” that had taken

place. He wanted them to call on him at his 
headquarters, too; it certainly would be nice 
to see them. They liked that very much. 
® Gen. Eisenhower is a thoughtful man. It is 
not just a case of good manners with him, ac- 
cording to his friend, George E. Allen; it is 
“deep with him, a compulsive thoughtfulness.” 
This trait was manifested in many ways while 
he was touring the Atlantic Pact capitals. 
Ike had taken along a little box in which 
reposed his decorations from foreign coun- 
tries: or, rather, the ribbons symbolizing those 
decorations. He has 50. And if he chose, could 


just about cover his breast with them. 

On this particular tour, however, Ike was 
careful to wear the decoration of the country 
he was visiting—that and no other. 

In Copenhagen, for example, he wore the 
lavender ribbon of the Order of the Elephant. 
This precious decoration, ordinarily given only 
to royalty, was awarded him by Denmark after 
World War II. Ike wanted the Danes to know 
that he appreciated it. 

Two of the decorations Ike left behind were 
the Order of Suvorov and the Order of Vic- 
tory, awarded to him by Soviet Russia in 1945. 
The Order of Victory, $12,000 worth of rubies 
and diamonds, was pinned on his battle jacket 
by Marshal Zhukov. 

Ike appeared before the Europeans as a pas- 
sionate believer in peace, but peace through 
collective strength. His tactfulness, his un- 
canny ability to put himself in the other fel- 
low’s place, made the Communist propaganda 
seem stupid. In every country, he talked of 
those things of which that country was most 
proud — things so precious that the idea of 
Communist domination became intolerable. 


Like Churchill, He’s a Painter 


N ROME, something happened that generated 

a lot of good will for Ike, and all the more 

so because it was unexpected. He had re- 

minded the Italians of their cultural heritage, 

of Rome’s ancient glory and of her present 

role as the seat of Christendom. He spoke, too, 

of the country’s great art treasures, the leg- 

acy of Michelangelo, Raphael, Da Vinci and 
other Italian masters. 

In the course of his stay in Rome, Ike got 
out a canvas and some paints and began a 
portrait of one of his officers. Word of this got 
out, thanks to an alert press officer, and the 
Italians were charmed. They had not known 
that Ike was an amateur painter. For that 
matter, neither had many of Ike’s own coun- 
trymen. It is a hobby he took up after World 
War II, when he was in his middle 50’s. 

An Italian newspaper said something about 
Ike that went far to epitomize him. “He is 
more than a soldier,” it said, “he is a human 
being, he is a complete man.” 

What of Ike’s future? He may well be the 
American people’s choice for President in 1952; 
every poll has shown him to be out in front.

Hisenhower Magic? 


IN BELGIUM (and 11 other Evropean countries) peo- 
ple welcomed ike's return with affectionate smiles. 


He has tried to make his position clear, but 
has never been able to still the clamor. In 
the eyes of political kKnow-it-alls, he still is 
being coy — a strange trait to fasten on such 
a man. 

Here is what Ike saidvon Jan. 23, 1948, in 


removing himself “completely” from the polit- 


ical arena: 

“It is my conviction that the necessary and 
wise subordination of the military to the civil 
power will be best sustained, and our people 
will have greater confidence that it is so sus- 
tained, when life-long professional soldiers, 
in the absence of some obvious and overriding 
reason, abstain from seeking high political 
office...” 


Friends Say He Will Never Seek Office 


KE DIDN'T THINK there was any “obvious and 
overriding reason” to run in 1948. Those 
who know him well are convinced that he 
never will throw his hat in the ring. It could 
be, however, that they are pre-judging history. 
® The General is now 60. Granted good health, 


_ he ought to be a great national asset for an- 


other decade or more, either in an active role 
or preaching the good, sound horse-sense 
which Americans always expect of him. 

@ Asked once what he would do when he re- 
tired, Ike borrowed from another old soldier, 
and outlined his plan as follows: To go out 
on the porch and just sit there; and then, at 
the end of six months, to start rocking—slowly.

Room of Lost Men 


France is searching for soldiers missing nine years wes 


PARIS. 

HE “portrait gallery” shown above 

Ts probably the grimmest in Eu- 
rope. 

On it’s wall are pictures of 13,619 
lost men—Alsatitans conscripted by the 
Nazis in 1942. 

They are among 130,000 Alsatians 
sent to the front. Many deserted to the 
underground; 27,000 were killed, and 
the rest were taken prisoner. All but 
13,619 found their way home. But 
today there is still no word from these. 


However, 86 of them recently were 
reported in Russia. This brought a ray 
of hope to their families in the French 
province of Alsace. 

The report touched off a new spurt 
of activity in the office of M. Baillard 
(see photo), president of the Associa- 
tion of Deportees, Escapees and Con- 
scripts. M. Baillard, who put the pic- 
tures of the 13,619 Alsatians on the 
wall, investigates every rumor about 
the missing men, hopes that many of 
them may eventually turn up alive.
